FROZEN WATER PIPES 
A WINTER FIRE HAZARD 

Many winter fires are caused by ill-advised attempts to thaw frozen water pipes. 

A burning match, torch or open flame of any description should never be em- 
ployed for this purpose. To wrap the pipes with oil-soaked rags and set them on fire is 
worse than folly: it is incendiarism. 

Pipes are almost invariably adjacent to walls or partitions where there is an 
ascending current of air to feed ahd spread a flame. Even if the flame does not start a 
fire its sudden local heat may cause-the pipe to break and flood the premises with water. 

. RECOMMENDATION 

Wrap the frozen section of the pipe with cotton cloth and pour hot water upon 
it (even if the hot water must be obtained from a neighbor) until the ice in the pipe 
gives way. Rags on the floor at the base of or under the Dipe will absorb the waste 
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water. If the freezing is too severe to yield to this treatment send for a plumber. Z

1916 FINANCE RECOMMENDATION 


Figures Announced by Citizens who Have Made Careful 
Study of the Town Needs. Increases for some 
Departments Noted 


The Finance Committee of the Town of Andover held its final meeting on 
Monday evening and completed its’work for the year. Considerable time and 
thought has been given to the various items which they recommend, and though 
economy was the watchword all the way through the items, the committee felt 
that the welfare of the town should be regarded first. While in some instances” 
the figures were cut, in most cases extra appropriations were recommended, as it 
has been found that more money is needed to run the town’s business. Some 
of the items where reductions are recommended are as follows: Repairs on Alms- 
house, Relief out of Almshouse, Interest on Bonds, Notes, etc.,. Printing and 
Stationery, and Water Department Construction. The items where increases 
are recommended are as follows: Board of Health, Fire Department, Highway 


Department, Insurance under Workmen's Compensation Act, Post 99, G.A.R., — 


Scoools, Street Lighting, Town Officers, Water Department Maintenance, and 
estimated County and State Taxes. ‘ 


There is one new item included in the recommendations which must be met 
by the voters, that relating to the redemption of the Abbott Village Sewer Bonds:

Egg Laying Contest 


,; The report for the eleventh week of the 
| first egg laying contest of the Essex 
County Agricultural School, Hathorne, 
| and the Essex County Poultry Associa- 
tion follows:— 

The table indicates the number of 
eggs laid in this contest for the week 
ending Feburary 18, 1916, also (in the 
first column) the total number of eggs 
produced by the pen to date. 

Each pen contains 10 regular birds 
and a reserve bird, (marked R but not 
included in total production.) 

When the pen record shows a greater 
number of eggs than the total of the in- 
dividual making up that pen, the ex- 
planation is that some eggs were laid 
outside the trap-nests and therefore 
could not be credited to the individuals. 
In each case, however, the pen gets the 
credit for the full number of eggs laid.

A WINTER FIRE HAZARD 


Many winter fires are caused by ill-advised attempts to thaw frozen water pipes. 

A burning match, torch or open flame of any description should never be em- 
ployed for this purpose. To wrap the pipes with oil-soaked rags and set them on fire is 
worse than folly: it is incendiarism. 

Pipes are almost invariably adjacent to walls or partitions where there is an 
ascending current of air to feed and spread a flame. Even if the flame does not start a 
fire its sudden local’heat may cause the pipe to break and flood the premises with water. 

. . RECOMMENDATION i) 

Wrap the frozen section of the dipe with cotton cloth and pour hot water upon 
it (even if the hot water must be obtained from a neighbor) until the ice in the pipe: 
gives way, . Rags on the floor at the base of or under the pipe will absorb the waste J 
water. If the freezing is too severe to yield to this treatment send for a plumber.

A Quiet Life of a Business Woman 


Though not intimately associated 
with the venerable woman whose death 
was announced in the last week’s issue, 
I have been asked to send a few notes 
of her life among us of the elder gene- 
ration. Her influence for good will long 
linger and perhaps in a way unknown to 
her plans, help this community more in 
the days to come, 

Rebecca Lambert Allen, born in 
South Reading in 1834, was the daugh- 
ter of Thaddeus Perry Allen (born 
1798) who had married a young wife, 
Timnah Evans, fifteen years his junior, 
The father of Timnah, I think, was 
living near that date in the Andover 
house we call the old Allen place, on 
what was original Holt grants, on the 
road from the turnpike to the reservoir. 
After the death of Mrs. Evans it came 
to her daughter, Rebecca’s mother. Two 
other children, born in Reading, Sam 
Evans and Mary Evans Allen, came here 
with Rebecca in 1837 when she was only 
three, and the Scotland school gave 
them the first training, as they were on 
the boundary line of that district. 
Mates still alive, like Mrs. Abby (Holt) 
Smart, a life-long friend, Mrs. Frances 
(Cheever) Holt and her brother James 
just gone over to the other side, or even 
younger ones like Hannah (Goldsmith) 
Parker, could better tell the story of 
her long life here. We all recall the 
younger brother, Timothy Fletcher 
Allen, born here in 1842, who used to 
drive the old family piebald horse, 
famous all over this section as Perry 
Allen’s “calico horse’. Fletcher later 
joined his brother Sam who was one of 
the pioneers of '49 in California. Both 
served in the Civil War, Fletcher in the 
First Heavy Artillery Company, wound- 
ed near the close of service at Peters- 
burg. Neither left children, Sister 
Mary Allen married a Stone and her 
heirs were all the kin left to pay the last 
sad visit to the old homestead last week. 

After the district school, Rebecca 
finished at Abbot Academy in 1852, 
joined the South church where her par- 
ents were members, then learned under 
Dea. Abram Gould to be the most expert 
compositor. for Greek we had in the 
“old brick Andover Press.’’- And she 
came down to the town center when 
they moved to help William Gray. 

Her father died in 1876, her mother in 
1882. She married that same year 
Frederic White of Wilmington. And 
both these childless people took into 
their hearts a young girl we know as the 
wife of Albert P. Couch. Her true son 
and daughter made the last days of Mrs. 
White, with their tender care, nothing 
to wish for, and they have been’chosen to 
keep the hospitable doors of the old 
farmhouse open to kin and neighbor; 
this is her best gift to Andover. Her 
interest was kept up to the last in the 
church affairs. A friend calling for the 
promised contribution to the annual 
feast found she had gene’ to a higher 
service, 

As I write in the old building where 
she did her nnat good work for the 


Press, where I once lent a hand in the 
Bookstore department, I recall the last 
time I saw her patient, loyal face, with 
its expressive dark eye, as we called her 
down to interview some one who wanted 
a word in haste. All are gone—Maria 
Callahan, Sarah Richardson, the Grays, 
Mr. Draper, Mary Ann Richards, and 
many more that made the name of the 
Andover Press of good repute for good 
service, Tet me add this tribute to 
Andover efficiency. Moses A. Dow 
once advised me to add to my other 
trades that of proofreading while I was 
in Mr. Draper’s employ, for he said I 
would only need to say anywhere in this 
country that I was trained at the Old 
Andover Press to secure a good place, 
with no other recommendation.

Naval Academy Candidates 


Under an act of Congress approved 
Feb. 15,1916, our Congressman Rogers, is 
entitled to designate from the Fifth 
Congressional District of Massachu- 
setts a candidate for midshipman in 
the United States Naval Academy at 
Annaplis, Maryland, to enter the 
Academy during the summer of 1916. 
This new designation is in additon to 
the one made last fall. He is also en- 
titled to designate three alternates. 
The young men who he designates, 
both as principalgand alternates, to 
enter the examination will be selected 
as the result of a district-wide com- 
petitive’ examination. This examin- 
ation will be held at City Hall, Lowell, 
Mass., on’ March °22,°1916. - dhe ex- 
will consist . of algebra, 
geometry, grammar, geography, history 
of the GU. S. and arithmetic. Six hours 


| will be allowed for thee examination, 


thfee hours in the morning for the first 
three subjects ‘and three hours_in the 
afternoon for the last three subjects. 
The first fot young men in rank will 
be designated, provided they also pass 
the physcial examination. 

The official mental éxamination . for 
admission to the Academy will be held 
by the U. S. Civil Service Commission 
in Lowell on April 18, 1916. Alternates 
may also report for this examination. 
Persons who qualify will be notified 
by the Superintendent of the Naval 
Academy when to report in person at 
the Academy, for physical examination. 
Such persons must be bona-fide resi- 
dents of the Fifth District, and between 
the ages of sixteen and twenty years. 

Copies of this circular and _ official 
pamphlets, giving in detail the physical, 
mental and other requirements of the 
government and specimen examination 
papers, will gladly be sent free on 
request. 

Those desiring to take the unofficial 
examination of March 22, 1916 should 
send to John Jacob Rofers, House of 
Representatives, Washington, D. C. 
their names and addresses as soon as 
possible, but in no event later than 
March 15, that he may be able to for- 
ward to each a card of authorization 
to take the examination.

There are so many things to speak 
about today that it is difficult to choose

Suitable andirons are not always 
easy to find, and frequently one sees a 
beautiful fireplace spoiled in appearance 
because it has been supplied with 
andirons and accessories out of pro- 
portion and of an inappropriate style.

For rooms done in a quaint old time 
style of furnishing some of the repro- 
ductions of the Hessian designs of 
andirons painted in gay colors are good.

Electric Power. Defeate. Steas.... 


The initial electrification of 113 miles 
of the main line of the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul railroad, between 
Three Forks and Deer Lodge, was given 
a thorough and most satisfactory test a 
few days ago. 

The official test of the new electric 
locomotives was made on a two per- 
cent grade near Janney, one of the heavi- 
est grades on the line. The test con- 
sisted of starting from Butte a train 
of 3000 tons, consisting of 48 loaded 
cars pulled by two electric locomotives, 
and this train was hauled over the grade 
quietly and apparently with the utmost 
ease at a speed of 16 miles an hour, and 
proceed on its eastern way without 
stopping. Following behind this train 
came another of 2000 tons, made up 
of 37 cars hauled by two “L” engines 
and pushed by a mallet locomotive. 
The steam horse toiled up the grade, 
and the engines actually groaned under 
the strain placed upon them. The men 
at the throttles and the firemen shovel- 
ing coal were not trying to throw the 
race, but it was quite apparent that they 
had a pride in making the best showing 
possible for their iron steeds, as steam 
was kept at the highest possible’ pres- 
sure, yet with the smaller tonnage the 
three locomotives made hard work of 
the grade and only managed to go 
through Janney at a.speed of nine miles 
an hour. The electric locomotives and 
a large portion of the substation equip- 
ment, are products of the General 
Electric Company. | 

The unit from Three Forks to Deer 

Lodge is the first step toward the 
electrification of four engine division 
extending from’Harlowton, Mont., to 
Avery, Idaho, a total distance of ap- 
proximatély -440 miles, with fully 650 
miles of track, including yards and sid- 
ings. Whilé this comprises the extent 
of track to be equipped in the near 
future, it is understood that plans are 
being made to extend the electrification 
from Haglowton to the coast, a distance 
of 850 miles, should the operating re- 
sults of the initial installation prove as 
satisfactory as anticipated... This is the 
first’ attempt to install and operate 
electric locomotives on tracks extending 
over several engine divisions, under 
which conditions it is claimed the full 
advantage of electrification can be se- 
cured. The electrification. of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Paul has been 
undertaken on urely economic grounds 
with the expectation that superior oper- 
ating results with electric locomotives 
will effect a sufficient reduction in the 
present cost of steam operation to re- 
turn an attractive percentage on the 
large investment required. It is signi- 
ficant that the first test is made on the 
hardest grades in the heart of the 
mountains.

WRECK ON NEW HAVEN 


Milford, Conn., Feb. 23.—Ten 
persons lost their lives and fifty were 
more or less hurt in a rear-end colli- 

‘sion of passenger trains on the New 
York, New Haven and Hartford rail- 
road near here. Five of the victims 
were railroad employes, the others 
were passengers. 

‘Following are the names of the 
dead: 

W. R. Curtis, engineer of. local 
train; George L. Tourtellotte, flag- 
man; Patrick Connor, New York city; 


Miss Susan B. Hyland, New Haven; 


Charles B&. Allen, 
Edward McGinnis, fireman of local 
train; male passenger, believed to 
be named Der Hovhanssian; Harry 
Schappa, train hand; Joseph J. Frye, 
Springfield, Mass,, Pullman porter; 
Harry Sweeney, railroad fireman. 

The trains involved were No, ‘9, 
the Greenfield express, which is 
scheduled as the Connecticut River 
Special, and No. 5, a local train for 
way points between New Haven and 
New York, as the former runs 
through to the latter city without 
stops. 

A broken air-hose on the express 
between the electric motor which was 
hauling it and the leading car stalled 
the train on the westerly end of a 
curve and rock cut near the Wood- 
mont station, and while there the lo- 
cal, which was following, rounded 
the curve and crashed into it at forty 
miles an hour, 

It is claimed that W. R. Curtis, the 
engineman of No. 5, ran past a cau- 
tionary signal] 2000 feet in the rear ot 
the express, and when he saw the

the stalled train, he could not. hold: 
his train. In an instant it had round- 
ed the curve and not only were two 
passenger trains in collision, but a 
freight train, which was, pass west 
on the next track just at that mo- 
ment was buckled up by wreckage 
thrown upon it. 

Of many examples of fortitude and 
commendable deeds done during the 
trying moments which accompanied 
the wreck, it is said that the death of 
George L. Tourtellette, flagman-on 
the stalled train, stood out promi- 
nently. 

According to the story told, Tour- 
tellette went back with his red flag 
and saw the local approaching. He 
stood in the track frantically waving 
the flag until it was too late to es- 
cape, and he was ground to death a 
moment before the crash came. 

The two trains involved in the 
wreck were both off schedule upon 
arrival here from the east. No. 5 
was eleven minutes late and the ex- 
press thirty. 

The express had been stalled on the 

e out of sight of the. straight- 
ey TRC Tron Te ve ei 
station. Three hundred fee. vehind 
it was a signal which served as the 
“home” signal for No. 5, and 2000 
feet further back was another protec- 
tion signal for No. 79, which was the 
cautionary signal to No. 5. Trainmen 
were trying to remedy the air hose 
trouble when the crash came, 

Charlies C. Elwell, a member of the 
public utilities commission, who was 
upon the scene of the wreck, said: 

“Inasmuch as the engineer,.the 
fireman and the flagman, three im- 
portant witnesses, are dead, it will 
be difficult to fix the responsibility, 
but a thorough investigation will 
probably place the responsibility.” 

The theory of the accident advanced 
by Elwell is that Curtis disregarded 
the “cautionary” signal and when the 
danger of “home” came into view he 
could not make his brakes hold and 
No. 5 slid into No. 79. 

As the crash came the boiler of 
No. 5 exploded and, hurtling through 
the air over the freight on the next 
track to the eastbound track, dropped 
right side up at the bottom of the deep 
embankment. The rest of the en- 
gine was a mass of twisted and splin- 


tered iron. The bodies of the fire- 
Man and engineer, mangled and 
scalded, were picked out of the 


wreckage.

CHANGES HIS PLEA 


Rioter Sent to State 
For Killing a Man’ ~~ 

-Manchester, N. H., Fob, 24.— 
Stephen Zedalous, retracting his plea — 
of not guilty of murder and entering 
one of manslaughter in the first de- 
gree, was sentenced here to not less 
than ten nor more than twenty years 
in state prison. :

The shrewdest observers of the 
trend of the money markets of the 
world are indulging in much specu- 
lation as to how the termination of the 
foreign war will affect capital’ They aré 
naturally greatly perplexed, but are 
seemingly agreed on one thing, and that 
is, that history will repeat itself and 
money rates will advance after 
the close of the war. 

In the Napoleonic wars it is esti- 
mated that 86 percent. of the civilized 
world was fighting, and thereafter 
money rates advanced. In view of 
that experience it is considered ad- 
visable in these uncertain times that 
bankers should put their funds in 
‘short paper, or at least reckon-on 11s 
becoming due by the time peace is 
declared, and thus be able to take ad- 
vantage of the improved rates. If 
this advice is good for bankers it is 
equally wise for bysiness men and _ 
individuals generally to look closely

The foregoing table shows the appro- 
priations that are recommended by the 
Finance Committee for 1916 and in a 
comparative column the expenditures 
as set forth in the Treasurer’s statement 
| for 1915. The expenditures, however, 
are not entirely in accordance with the 
Treasurer’s'statement jn that deductions 
have been made in several cases where 
receipts confined to the use of particular 
departments have been added to the 


detailed statement of the Treasurer. 
‘The figures are, however, as accurate as 
it is possible to get them for purposes 
of comparison at the present time. 

It is clear from an investigation of the 
recommendations in their comparison 
| with the expenditures of the past year 
that the Committee has confined itself 
almost entirely to the actual needs as 
they appear to exist, and in accordance 
with the statement of one of the mem- 
bers of the Finance Committee that 
there would seem to be “no way to 
reduce expenses except by cutting 
service’’. 

For seven weeks this column has given 
a great deal of attention to the mounting 
cost of government, with special refer- 
ence to the local burden. The writer is 
not any more concerned in so far as this 
affects his own personal pocket-book, 
than is any other citizen of the town. 
If the majority shall decide that it is 
wise to continue to add increasing 
charges to the yearly tax bill, no one will 
more cheerfully pay that bill than he; 
but from a pretty careful study of the 
situation in Andover, it is difficult to 
agree with the conclusion of the member 
of the Finance Commission that a re- 
duction. of the cost of government in 
Andover necessarily means “lessened 
service’; it is quite possible that it 
really means in many cases a lessened 
number of servants, but if one will 
analyze the situation it is also quite 
possible that this lesser number of ser- 
; vants might mean improved rather than 


| to pass upon it at the actual town meet- 
jing. In° other words, it will require 
| some reorganization, a thing entirely in 


. a 
| the hands of the Finance Committee, 


| and. demand a great. deal more study 
| than they ‘are now” giving to town 
| matters. Let us consider some of the

be obliged to find other work to do. 
Undoubtedly all the expenses asso- 
ciated with the problem of the poor in 
Andover must continue to increase. 
They represent today one-third more, 
because upon the “people that have”

its lesson to the people, and puts 10 
cents a $1000 on the tax rate of Ando- 
ver, sometimes reaching to 12 or 15 
cents, and probably cannot be stopped. 
It is only part of the tendency of the 
times, to relieve the individual at the 
expense of one or another of the branches 
of the Government. 

The Fire Department has‘ gotten up 
to big. figures. We have already ex- 
pressed a feeling that there has not yet 


been adequate returns equal to the 
increase, lu lessened Tift insurance rates. 


Certainly this double cost ought to have 
some compensation for those who pay it. 

The Highway Department has gotten 
away from us. It is going to take a lot 
of money to bring back service from the 
streets of Andover that will be at all 
satisfactory. The writer believes there 
is a much better way to plan this 
work, and something should be done 
during the coming year to work out 
that way so that it will not be left until 
the March days, with a very proper 
insistence that there is not time for 
proper consideration or for change of 
conditions. Insurance,.in many new 
forms determined by legislation, adds 
another 30 cents to the tax rate with no 
possible appeal. The little things that 
follow in the list represent in many 
cases new expenditures, constantly in- 
creasing, but which in so far as they 
relate to service for the people offer very 
little opportunity for. decreases. 

Cost of Police has now gotten to $4500 
a year. One-third of it is unnecessary, 
because easily one-third of the amount 
employed for entire or for part time 
might well be eliminated, without hav- 
ing any lessened efficiency. Police 
service was better in the town with fewer 
good men, than it has been in recent 
years with more men who do not come 
under this designation, cumbering the 
payrolls because there seem to be cer- 
tain ones in town who have had to have 
town jobs. 

Following along through the list there 
is a number of big items, almost im- 
possible to lessen, and yet marking new 
expenses of serious moment to tax- 
payers, which demand more intensive 
study than they have had thus far. 2 

The schools call for $47,000-a year, 
representing a per ‘capita cost nearly 
double what.it was twenty years ago, 
and the public. has serious doubt as to 
whether any such ratio -of improved 
service is represented. We believe there. 
is.a possible need of a reorganization of 
some of the school grades ang: some of 
the district schools to make possible a 
saving of at least $5000 and’ possibly 
$7000 a year. 

The other departments show con- 
stantly increasing demands, no single 
one of which offers a very inviting op- 
portunity for retrenchment, and yet 
altogether suggesting that in some way 
we have not been as careful as we ought 
to have been, in estimating the cost of 
some improvements with the resultant 
years’ increased expenditure to pay for 
them. 

The big question is not involved in any 
one of the above items referred to, but is 
involved in the entire question of a co- 
operative organization of public service 
through intelligent consideration of it, 
which would call for activity by a com-

greater efficiency in the Andover local 
government, and they could show a way 
to lop off $2.00 a $1000 on the tax rate 
after that year’s consideration. 

This series of articles is closed. The 
writer gets rather weary of giving study 
to these problems, and preaching upon 
them, with the frequent result that a lot 
of our good citizens entirely ignore the 
tremendously important lessons they 
ought to learn by the statistics pre- 
pared and by the unanswerable argu- 
ments presented. Andover has got to 
get busy, as have all the other com- 
munities in Massachusetts, or she will 
have her share in the responsibility of 
seeing Massachusetts continue to lessen 
her grip upon the business of the 


country because she so seriously over- 
loads the men who do business, the men 
who work in business, and the people at 
large, by constantly increasing burdens 
of government.

Her service there 
was more than the service of the woman 
at the head of things in an almost model 
country hotel, for it carried with it a 
sympathy and interest which led men 
and women from all parts of the world 
to know and regard highly her rare 
character. 

Herloye of horses led her to write 
effectively ‘abéut them and to put her 
writings ultimately into the form of 
“For Pity’s Sake”, a book published by 
the Andover Press, and a production in 
which it was pleasure to associate 
| with. the’ aut and the characters 
which she there depicted. 

She knew Andover history; she knew 
Andover people; she knew Andover 
ideals, and she knew Andover needs, and 
by every possible influence which she 
could exert, her life contributed to mak- 
ing Andover history mean more to the 
people of Andover, in making Andover 
people happier because she was one of 
them, and through all these forces mak- 
ing her one of the strong defenders of 
Andover ideals.

Please allow me the courtesy of your 
columns to state to the voters of Ando- 
ver why I am a candidate for the Board 
of Public Works, and what would be my 
policy as a member of the Board as 
relating to the Street Department.

Washington, Feb. 23.—The object 
of the building policy formulated in 
1908 by the navy general board, it 
was disclosed before the house naval 
committee, was to keep the United 
States ahead of Germany in the race 
for naval supremacy.

The action is certain to follow, one 
official said, if intimations coming 
from German sources are correct. 
These intimations are that the Ger- 
man foreign office is sending instruc- 
tions to Ambassador Bernstorff tc 
play for further delay in the termi- 
nation of the Lusitania dispute, and 
for a long discussion of technicali- 
ties over the armed merchantman de; 
cree scheduled to go into effect on 
March 1, 

{t is declared by reliable authority 
that the president intends to make 
his refusal to temporize so emphatic 
that there will be no doubt left of 
his purpose to require a closing of 
the Lusitania negotiations in keeping 
with the original demands. of this 
government. 

Since Germany is not expected to 
withdraw the armed merchantman 
demand, it is pointed out, one thing 
only will be left for the president to 
do and that is to cut off diplomatic re- 
lations. This would mean the hand- 
ing of his passports to Bernstorff. 

A large number of representatives 
fear that if the president insists on 
following his present’ policy as re- 
gards submarine warfare war with 
Germany is a certainty and demand 
that he yield to Germany toavert war, 
On the other hand, the president has 
warned congress that he will-not. to!- 
erate any interference with the diplo- 
matic negotiations being conducted by 
the administration. 

A majority of representatives in 
congress want a resolution passed 
warning Americans not to travel on 
armed ships belonging to any of the 
belligerent powers. The president has 
let it be known that he would regard 
the passage of any such resolution as 
@ personal affront. It would be in 
effect a repudiation of the stand which 
the president has taken from the be- 
ginning on the question of attacks on 
merchant ships. 

The president let it be understood 
during the past few days that he will 
insist on an immediate “show down” 
with Germany if it means a break 
with that ‘,untry. It is this deter- 
mined attitude on the part of . the 
president that inspired the rebel ele- 
ment in both house and senate to 
take sotfie stép which will avert the 
possible break. 

The step decided upon was em- 
bodied in the form of a resolution in- 
troduced by Representative McLe- 
more of Texas. This specifically warns 
all United States citizens not to travel 
in any armed merchant vessel of any 
belligerent power. 

The resolution has been referred to 
the committee on foreign affairs and 
an all-day fight centred on the effort 
to get this resolution reported from 
the committee to the house. 

The friends of the president suc- 
ceeded in holding the resolution back, 
and they said they would be able to 
do so indefinitely, but in that case 
other methods will be adopted to get 
the matter before the house.

COMMONWEALTH OF MASSACHUSETTS 


Essex, SS.: To either of the Constables of the 
Town of Andover, GREETING: 


In the name of the Commonwealth you are hereby

They are using increased 
quantities of soda ash in place of the 
potash that the war makes hard to 
obtain, and they are getting a fair grade 
of manganese from Nova Scotia, the 
South and some Western States. 

The prices of all the chemicals used 
in the manufacture of glass are soaring 
very high. Soda ash has jumped from 
75 cents per hundred weight to $4.25, 
Potash, which sold at 34 cents a pound 
before the war is now worth $1 a pound. 
Before the war, manganese was selling 
at $25 a ton, now the poorer grades are 
selling as high as $150 a ton. Manga- 
nese salts run from $250 to $600 a ton. 

The glass makers are not disturbed 
over the situation ag they are in a pos- 
ition to secure all of the chemicals they 
need in their plants.
